New Nova 
Discovered 


Pasadenn, Calif.’ Apr. 18. 
A new. super-Nova, one of 
Astronomy’s brilliant “mystery 
stars” has just been discovered 


tor of the Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory, and Glen Moore, his assis- 


tant. 

Only two of the super-Novi have 
been seen in tho Inst 400. years and 
only 13 previously had been recorded 
in all astronomical history. The star, 
which ig expected to flare so brightly 
that it may be visible with the naked 
eye if it acts like the last super- 
novia, is in tho constellation of Virgo 
of the Northern hemisphere. 

Tho last suppr-nova seen was Nova- 
Persci which wns — discovered - in 
1901 by Astronomer T, D, Anderson, 
Within two days after its discovery, 
Nova-Persci reached a magnitude of 
zero, making its brilliant light visible 
to the naked eye in broad daylight. A 
few days later it; faded from view. 

Astronomers ‘explained that a 
super-nova is a star which ordinarily 
is so distant that it ‘cannot bo scen 
with, tho strongest telescope until it 
undergoes some change which causes 
it to flare up for nx short time. . 

One school-of agtronomers ‘believe 
that the ‘bright light is’ cnused iby. two 
stars colliding while tho more accopt- 
ed theory is thot tho star explodes 
internally. f ‘ 

In. pointing out the importance of 
the present discovery, an asstronomer 
Who refused to allow his nome to be 
used, -because no official announce- 
ment had boen mado by the Carnegie 
Institute, anid that one of the great 
astronomical discoveries’ of the past 
sencration was that‘of Novn Herculis

Pasadena, Calif. Apr. 18. 
A tew super-Nova, one of 
' Astronomy’s brilliant “mystery 
stars” has just been. discovered 
by Dr. Edwin P. Hubble,. direc- 
ter of the Mt. Wilson Observa- 
| tory, and Glen Moore, his assis- 


tant.

jn all astronomical history. The star, 
which is expected to flare so brightly 
that it may be visible with the naked 
eyo if it acts’ like the Jast super- 

ix in the constellation of Virgo 


The Jast super-nova seen was Nova- 
Persei. which was discovered — in 
190t by Astronomer T. D, Anderson. 
Within two days after its discovery, 
Novn-Persei reached a magnitude of 
zero, making its brilliant light visible 
to the naked eye in. broad daylight. A 
few, days’ later it faded from. view. 

Astronomers cxplaincd thot a 
super-nova is,a stir avhich ordinarily 
is ‘so distant that it cannot bo seen 
with tho strongest telescope yntil it 
undergoes some change which causes 
it to flare up for n short time. 

One school of nstronomers believe 
that tho bright light is caused by two 
stara colliding, while {he moro accopt- 
ed theory is ‘that tho star explodes 
internally. : . 

In pointing out the importance of 
the present discovery, nn asstronomer
